Ambitious forecasts are being 
made for China these days, perhaps 
more important than in Russia, 
which, gets more publicity.

Perhaps the most vital is the 
abolition of the likin, that local tax 
which the Tuans or governors of 
China’s vast eighteen 
provinces 
felt it their special graft to levy 
on goods crossing their areas. With 
the abolition of the likin went cer­ 
tain government promises made by 
Mr. Soong, Minister of Finance, as 
to 
recompense 
from the central 
government. 
New taxes, conform­ 
ing to sound canons 
of taxation 
are being instituted to fill the gap 
in revenue created by the likin 
losses. 
For 1931 the manifesto of Presi­ 
dent 
Chiang 
Ksi-Shek 
contains 
among many items the following. 
Eradication of communism and 
banditry. 
Rigid enforcement 
of 
Opium- 
suppiessing measures. 
Improvement of means of com­ 
munication. 
While local governments are urg­ 
ed. to concentrate on: 
Rounding up of bandits. 
Census of population and regis­ 
tration of households. 
Spread, of mass education. 
Encouragement and development 
of agricultural enterprises. 
An international Communication 
Bureau is to take charge of radio 
and cable service. 
E. P. Howard, 
aviator of United States has been 
attached to United States Trade 
Commission at Shanghai with the 
understanding that he will aid the 
Chinese with their aviation prob­ 
lem s*. 
Plans arc being made for the in­ 
auguration of r. regular shipping 
service to the South Sea Islands. 
Rail 
construction is being for­ 
warded. 
And these are but a few* of those 
steps which China is taking for uni­ 
fying the republic and for internal 
reforms, as well as for her inter­ 
national interests. 
The country is 
taking its part in helping* to bring 
together the far parts of the world 
and t<- make nations and people? 
one in their w’o rid-wide needs and 
interest •.
